The  Economic  Education  Cen- 
ter, which  was  previously  loca- 
ted in  a private  office,  hcis  moved 
into  a reading  room  in  265  Knight 
Bldg,  where  material  will  be 
available  to  both  students  and 
faculty. 


The  function  of  the  materials 
in  the  Center  is  to  distribute  ob- 
jective, non-partisan,  economic 
literature  without  charge  except 
where  there  is  a cost  of  procure- 
ment. The  Center  also  provides  a 
loan  system  by  mail  or  in  person. 
This  system  will  make  it  possible 
for  BYU  students  and  faculty,  cit- 
izens of  Provo,  and  people  else- 
where who  may  be  interested,  to 
make  use  of  materials  too  expen- 
sive to  purchase.' 


Dr.  R.  Joseph  Monsen  of  the 
Economics  Dept,  is  author  of  the 
new  book,  “Modern  American 
Catpitalism,  Ideologies  and  Is- 
sues,” which  was  recently  pub- 
lished by  the  Houghton  Mifflin 
Publishers.
